This investigation is based on information which 
indicates that the National Youth Alliance (NYA) is engaged 
in activities which could involve a violation of Title 18, 

United States Code, 2383 (Rebellion or Insurrection); 2384 
(Seditious Conspiracy) ; 2385 (Advocating the Overthrow of 
the Government); 231-233 (Civil Disorders); 2101-2102 (Anti- 
riot Laws); 241 (Conspiracy Against Rights of Citizens); and , 

245 (Federally Protected Activities). ^ 

The NYA was originally formed from a nucleus of 
Youth for (GEORGE C.) WALLACE supporters following the 1968 
Presidential election for the stated purpose of countering 
radical leftist and anarchist influences on the campuses of 
American colleges and universities. Its efforts to establish 
in this country a German-type national socialism of the HITLER 
era emphasize white racist and anti-Semitic policies. The 
NYA tabloid newspaper, "Attack!” in its Summer, 1971, (Number 6) 
issue, advocated revolunt ionary action to destroy the existing 
system, since "It is no longer possible to cure the System.... 

Constitutional methods." A series of articles entitled 
"Revolutionary Notes" published in "Attack!" beginning in the 
Summer, 1971, (Number 6) issue, and concluding in the October, 
1972, (Number 15) issue, provided readers with instructions and 
diagrams for the construction of simple incendiary and explosive 
devices and techniques of guerrilla warfare "for use in counter- 
re volucionary situations." The Fall, 1971, (Number 7) issue of 
"Attack!" carried an editorial entitled "What We Must Do Now." 
which discusses "revolutionary action" and states in part: 

**We must think... in terms of assassinating federal judges, of

Last month we re^_;e‘ .1 the first part of the answer we have been seeking. 

It d^d^not seem to tell us mu ;i, but in reality it contained the essence of every- 
thing else \vc will learn. Let us think about it for a moment before we go on. 

. V^hat we are seeking to discover is man's purpose, both individually 
a*nd co.lleC'tively . Throughout a billion years of evolution the answer to our 
■question has slowly taken shape and has been’ written by God on our souls, just 
as, a different answer to an analogous question has been formed in the deepest 
p^rt of the b&ihg of every living creature — and the non-living as well. (That is, 
th.e answers ate different in detail, but they are all the same in a more general / ^ 
sense. ) ' • j/ 

In the words of one of our sisters in spirit, the sum of all these answers 
is the total expression of "that mysterious and unfailing wisdom according to 
which Nature lives and creates: the impersonal wisdom of the primeval forest 
and of the ocean depth and of the spheres in the dark fields of spaced'! * 

To each creature and to each race of creatures the answer assigns a role 
and determines its relationship to the Whole. We can have only imperfect 
knowledge of the answers which apply to other creatures, to other races, for, 
although our science can tell us much, we cannot see into their souls. 

V/hat IS the role of the Negro? It is evident that for the last few hundred 
thousand years, at least, the Negro's message has, unlike ours, told him to:’
